The convention was 
called to order by the president, 
Mr. Bernard Brown of Houston, 
superintendent 
of the Galveston 
district. 
Mr. Ira Ripley of G al­ 
veston, acted as secretary. 
A general discussion of the needs 
of christian endeavor work l o l l o w - 
ed and was participated in by ail 
the delegates present. 
As a result 
it was decided to send a district 
delegate to the state convention 
which meets in Ft. Worth June 19 
to 21. 
It was further decided to 
correspond with all the societies in 
the district with a view to securing 
a larger representation of delegates 
at the district and state conven­ 
tions.

“ If one were to becost* 
a professional 
burglar

would require study and 
practice 
just as success in legitimate busine** 
demands education and experience 
The burglar who docs several ‘jobs 
and eludes the of!leers of (lie law if 
a keen observer, 
a man 
of fore­ 
thought and one whose executive 
ability is unquestioned. 
Houses art 
not entered because they hnve browt 
stone fronts, nor are stores broken 
into by the professional thief with­ 
out an investigation. 
“When the skillful burglar Is to th 
a ‘job’ he studies the habits of th< 
resident or proprietor. 
In a case 
in Troy a few years ago a jewelrj 
ftore was robbed. 
Apparently thew 
was no clue. 
Detective^ were placed 
in the case and named the thieves 
by the method employed in getting 
into the store, and susequently th* I 
thieves were 
convicted. 
Certain 
burglars always enter a collar and 
come 
up through 
stains, floor ov 
trap doors. 
Others have skeleton 
keys. 
“Others go above and come down­ 
stairs. 
Some break in rear mid oth­ 
er* front doors.

had been in Troy throe successive 
Saturday nights.

Baltimore, April 7 —The first threo 
m onths of 1!>00 preset*t in the most 
striking m anner the phases of modern 
Outton mill building iu the south. 
Two 
points about, tbi« movement are notable. 
One that men who have made a preem­ 
inent success of the business are most 
active in the enlargem ent of the indus­ 
try, either iu extension of their own 
mills, or in the construction of new enter­ 
prises. 
The other is that the interest in 
cotton mill building has taken a deep 
root in the states of Mississippi and Tex­ 
as, which have heretofore not been 
classed as cotton mill localities. 
The exhibit of progross is so rem arka­ 
ble that the M anufacturers’ 
Record 
presents this week a summary of new 
undertakings since Jan. 1, and a list of 
mills wholly or partly contracted for, 
both in buildings and machinery. 
The 
total number of spindles in the 66 new 
mills is 430,000, while of the 31 mills re­ 
ported since the first of the year as being 
enlarged, the number 
of 
additional 
spindles is 154,968, a total of 694,968 
spindles, representing about $15,000,000 
of new capital. 
Other interesting facts connected w ith 
Southern industry brought out in this 
week’s M anufacturers’ Record relate to 
the prospects for American steel during 


the next year or two. 
A n eminent a u ­ 
thority quoted estimates that the de­ 
m and for steel rails for repairs alone for 
1900 will reach fully 1,000,000 tons and 
th at the quantity required for 1901 will 
probably exceed these figures. 
The de­ 
m and at home has had a material effect 
upon the export market, as several of the 
larger m anufacturers of rails have not 
been as e n e r g e tic in securing foreign or­ 
ders, having their hands full w ith Amer­ 
ican orders. 
The companies competing 
with European Steel makers, however, 
have met w ith continued success, the de­ 
m and for their products haviug steadily 
widened, so that the exports of steel 
rails this year may be expected to bo 
m uch larger than those of last year.
